Chief of Police Harry Oaskill Calls 
Auto Owners and Drivers Atten- 
tention to Them 


Attention Is called by Chief of Po­ 


ll*** H arry Gaskill, to tho following 
excerpts from the traffic laws apply­ 
ing to th** owners anti drivers of a u ­ 
tomobiles on the streets of the city 
of Brainerd, and the police d e p a r t ­ 
ment requests the cooperation of all 
citizens in seeing that they are co m ­ 
plied with. 


Speeding 
"N o person shall drive a motor 
vehicle upon any street or highw ay 
w ithin the corporate limits of th** 
city of Brainerd a* a speed greater 
than Is reasonable and proper hav­ 
ing regard to the traffic ami use of 
the hig hway sn as not to endanger 
the life or limb or injure th** proper­ 
ty of any person. 
Th** rate of peed 
in the bu. I ness district is IO miles 
per hour; in the residence district, 
15 miles per hour. 
"If the rate of speed of a motor 
vehicle.*, operated on any public hig h­ 
way in this city In going around a 
corner or curve in a hig hway ex­ 
ceeds six (6) tulles per hour, such 
rate of speed shall be prima facie 
evidence th a t the person operating 
such motor vehicle is ru n n in g at a 
rate of speed greater th a n is reason­ 
able and proper. 
Signals 
"T he driver of a vehicle shall give 
tim ely and plainly visible w arn in g to 
those behind by signalling with the 
hand or whip or in some other u n ­ 
mistakable m anner indicating the in­ 
tention to slow up, turn or stop. Sig­ 
nals given to indicate the intention 
of a driver of a vehicle to tu rn or 
stop must be plainly visible from 
the rear of such vehicle and shall be 
as follows: 
" T u r n in g to the left: 
A 
vehicle 
when tu rn in g to the left to enter an 
intersecting street shall 
not 
tu rn 
until it shall have passed beyond the 
Renter of such 
intersecting street. 
An operator, intending t oturn his 
vehicle to the left shall extend his 
arm in a horizontal 
position 
and 
slow down. 
"Before backing: 
The driver of 
any vehicle shall give w arning by 
three distinct blasts or strokes of a 
horn, bell, whistle or gong or other 
signalling device. 
An operator in­ 
te ndin g to stop his vehicle shall ex­ 
tend his arm and move it up and 
down. 
Approaching intersection' Vehicle* 
shall be under such control as to 
permit the vehicle on the right of 
the vehicle approaching to first eroas 
the intersecting street. 
At all i n ­ 
tersections the vehicle entering the 
intersection from the right of a n ­ 
other vehicle entering the intersec­ 
tion shall have the right of way, ex­ 
cepting over an emergency vehicle 
or except where a traffic officer is 
present to direct traffic. 
"P as sin g at intersections: No ve­ 
hicle shall overtake and pass or run 
abreast with another vehicle travel­ 


ing in the same direction at a street 
intersection. 
" N o person shall ii rive a mot O’* 
vehicle upon any public* 
street 
or 
highway within th e corporate limits 
c f the c ity of Brainerd unless sin ii 
motor vehicle shall b* provided with 
adequate brokes and a suitable* bdl* 
horn or other signalling device, and 
shalt 
'luring the period 
from Ona 
hour after sunset to one hour after 
sunrise display at least two lighted 
lamps visible from the front and on** 
on the rear of such vehicle, which 
shall also display a red light visible 
from the rear, and no 
such 
motor 
vehicle shall he permitted to remain 
standing at any time with th*- motor 
r u n n in g ; and every such motor vehi­ 
cle using gasoline as motive power 
shall use a "muffler", socalled, and 
the same shall not he cut out or dis­ 
connected within the limits of the

TRAFFIC LAWS 


Chief of Police Harry Gaskill Calls 
Auto Owners and Drivers Atten- 
tention to Them 


Attention is called by Chief of Po­ 


lice H a rry Gaskill, to the following 
excerpts from the traffic laws apply­ 
ing to the owners and drivers of a u ­ 
tomobiles on the streets of the city 
of Brainerd, and the police d ep a rt­ 
ment requests the cooperation of all 
citizens in seeing that they are com­ 
plied with. 
Speeding 
“ No person shall drive a motor 
vehicle upon any street or highway 
within the corporate limits of the 
city of Brainerd at a speed greaser 
th an is reasonable and proper hav­ 
ing regard to the traffic and use of 
the highway so as not to endanger 
the life or limb or injure the proper­ 
ty of any person. 
The rate of peed 
in the bushiness district is IO miles 
per hour; in the residence district, 
15 miles per hour. 
“ If the rate of speed of a motor 
vehicle, operated on any public hig h­ 
way in this city in going around a 
corner or curve in a highway ex­ 
ceeds six (6) miles per hour, such 
rate of speed shall be prim a facie 
evidence that the person operating 
such motor vehicle is ru n n in g at a 
rate of speed greater th an is reason­ 
able and proper. 
Signals 
“ The driver of a vehicle shall give 
timely and plainly visible w arn in g to 
those behind by signalling with the 
hand or whip or in some other u n ­ 
mistakable manner indicating the in­ 
tention to slow up, tu rn or stop. Sig­ 
nals given to indicate the intention 
of a driver of a vehicle to tu rn or 
stop must he plainly visible from 
the rear of such vehicle and shall be 
as follows: 
“ T u rning to the left: 
A 
vehicle 
when tu rn in g to the left to enter an 
intersecting street shall 
not 
turn 
until it shall have passed beyond the 
t e n te r of such intersecting street. 
An operator, intending t oturn his 
vehicle to the left shall extend his 
arm in a horizontal 
position 
and 
slow down. 
“ Before backing: 
The driver of 
any vehicle shall give w arning by 
three distinct blasts or strokes of a 
horn. bell, whistle or gong or other 
signalling device. 
An operator in­ 
tending to stop his vehicle shall ex­ 
tend his arm and move it up and 
down. 
Approaching intersection: Vehicles 
shall be under such control as to 
permit the vehicle on the right of 
the vehicle approaching to first cross 
I he intersecting street. 
At all i n ­ 
tersections the vehicle entering the 
intersection from the right of a n ­ 
other vehicle entering the intersec­ 
tion shall have the right of way, ex­ 
cepting over an emergency vehicle 
or except where a traffic officer is 
present to direct traffic. 
“ Passing at intersections: No ve­ 
hicle shall overtake and pass or run 
abreast with another vehicle travel-

Those who an* inclined to see the disadvantage of labor in 
its struggle with capital will hope that this is true and that < In­ 
state laws will not be ruled out because of the decision that makes 
the law non-effective in the District of Columbia. 
The whole 
question is bound up iii the theory of freedom of contract, and 
the law has been declared line institutional because it interferes 
with this freedom of contract. 
It has been argued that employers 
may usi the law to the disadvantage of labor, by holding wages 
down to the level of the minimum, or by throwing men out of 
work because they are not prepared to pay the wage stipulated 
as the minimum for which men may work. 
In deciding the m atter of the constitutionality of the law the 
supreme court was not concerned with such question*. 
It had to 
deal with the law as in harmony with the provisions of the con­ 
stitution or in violation of the provisions of the constitution, and 
it found that the law did not come within the constitutional provi­ 
sions; that is, part of the court found this, while the m inority held 
that the law did not in any w ay-conflict with constitutional de­ 
mands. 
The m ajority pointed out that there are already many 
laws,*that have been enacted to equalize labor’s position in the 
industrial order, the constitutionality of which has not been ques­ 
tioned. 
The theory of the freedom of contract may be all right, but in 
practice there is no such thing. 
Labor is not free to contract un 
equal term s with capital because capital can wait while labor is 
compelled' to work to live. .It is not even necessary that a man 
be at the place where his capital is working for him; he may live 
in one city and have his capital working for him in many cities. 
Not so with labor, the man who works with his hands goes along 
with his hands and his hands cannot work unless hi* is there to 
Use them. 
Possibly one of the weaknesses of our supreme court 
lies right here, it measures m atters of this kind according to a 
theory, and deals with therm according to the rights that are found 
in the theory from which it argues but are not true to the facts of 
the situation. 
Theoretically a workman may make the best con­ 
tract possible and he is vested with I hi* right of freedom of con­ 
tract, but, practically, bemuse of the fact that In* and his family 
must live*, he is required to get work wherever he can and on any 
terms that he may secure. 
There may Ire work elsewhere that 
would pay him more but it costs money to get there and, unlike the 
capitalist, he cannot wait. 
There is one other point that should be considered. 
If one 
starts from the premiss that those who employ always do the 
right tiring when dealing with their workers, there is no need for 
minimum wage legislation. But this is not true and is, therefore, 
u weak Inundat ion on which to build up an a rg u m e n t; it is no more 
true than the statement would ire that affirmed that all workers 
do an honest day’s work for the pay they receive. 
Facts have a 
way of smashing the very best of theories, urn! facts should be 
considered in dealing with such important m atters us the right of 
a man to be able to live in the wealthiest of all lands.
